As 
open-henrtc- u 
men 
are 
magnetic 
to 
their 
neighbor?, 
so 
open-heartc- 
communities 
are magnetic to the world 
When 
n, hundred 
miles was a barrier, 
(seldom 
passed, 
between 
villages 
nnd 
tonus, a stranger had to undergo 
the 
scrutiny vf oil the Inhabitants. 
He was 
stared 
at 
as an object 
of curiosity. 
Ills face, hli port, 
his 
clothes, 
were 
minutely 
examined, ecn by little 
chll-dhe- n, 
nnd his habits were lnestlcatod 
through 
n sjstem of esplonnge. 
Those 
were the dajs of the narrowest provin- 
cialism, 
gone neer to return, when 
neither the love of God nor the loe of 
humanity 
exempted 
the 
Individual 
man, 
who 
wnndeied 
from his home, 
from infamous 
presumptions. 
Novv-a-daj- s, 
especially 
In largo cities, but also 
In all places which 
the telegraph, 
the 
steamship 
and the railroad hae pene- 
trated, the opposite extreme 
has been 
reached, 
nnd a man may Use and die 
without attracting the attention of his 
next door neighbor. 
Hut there is n survival of provlnclil-Is- 
It Is not quite dead. 
There aie 
a few men left, in most aggregations 
of population, 
whose attitude tow.uds 
a stranger 
resembles 
that 
of a cat 
watching 
a piece 
of meat, 
nnd 
who 
snarl and spit whenever 
they nie ap- 
proached. 
Occasionally 
there 
Is a cit- 
izen, who turns jtllow-- with, jealousy 
when an unknown 
person evinces 
of his belongings, 
of which 
he feels entitled 
to a monopoly. 
Itue-ly- , 
but sometimes, 
there Is a woman, 
who, In the presence, 
more frequently 
In the absence, 
of a new face tannot 
restrain a forked tongue, charged 
with 
the poison of the adder. 
Honolulu, for many 
years, 
hns been 
famous 
for Its hospitality, 
the conten- 
tion of which 
by a fotmei 
Attoinel--Gener.il- 
, 
was to Invite a friend nnd his 
family to his home for six months, or 
to take half a dozen men with him to 
dinner. 
The old charm, 
if somewhat 
modified, 
still 
exists. 
Here, as 
else- 
where, there nro men who have created 
or produced 
scenes 
of beauty 
or of 
utility, whose highest cnjojmeiit Is to 
witness 
the 
pleasure 
of others when 
brought Into contact with them. 
Hue, 
as elsewhere, 'there are business 
and 
professional 
men, who nre Incapable 
of 
selfish excluslveness, 
und whose clasp 
of the hand 
represents genuine 
wel- 
come. 
If there 
are 
exceptions, 
they 
serve to underscore the rule. 
There 
Is a conservatism 
In 
every 
community, 
not absolutely 
raw-- , that Is 
necessary and Just 
and that has no 
connection with social Intercourse. 
Ev- 
ery man who migrates 
from one place 
to another. 
In his new residence must 
expect to undergo a certain ordeal 
be- 
fore he is established. 
Business of ev- 
ery kind :uns 
In giooves and accents 
fresh blood onl 
after It has been test- 
ed. 
This Is right, nnd docs not conilict 
with a policy or principle that 
oncour-nge- s 
migration 
and 
settlement. 
The 
nddltlonnl 
element 
is that opportunity 
Ahould 
not 
be choked 
and that mere 
selfishness 
or greed should 
not 
be an 
inspiring motive to scrutiny. 
The government 
of the United Stntes, 
among 
other great featuies, 
Is based 
and has been ndmlnlsteied 
in the spliit 
of genuine 
hospitality. 
All aliens who 
are lit or can be made fit for assimila- 
tion 
nnd 
citizenship 
can 
step 
Into 
Americanism

The iollcy of exclusion, 
as applied 
to 
drones, piupers and criminals,

or expediency,

States, applies vlth Increased 
force to 
Hawaii, 
In as much as the expense nnd 
delay 
of getting 
from 
Honolulu 
to 
"Washington 
Is twice that 
of getting 
from Oregon to Washington. 
The expense of stenographers record, 
printing and lawyers fees on appeal to 
Washington 
will 
be practically 
pro- 
hibitive 
to a poor man. 
No one but 
a wealthy man could afford the luxury, 
and a rich defendant could wear out 
a plaintiff with a just cause, by carry- 
ing the case up to Washington, 
Invol- 
ving a further delay of two or three 
years, and such expense that the plain- 
tiff could not meet It. 
Justice should be cheap and Bpeedy, 
to fulfill Its ends. 
Tho 
promotion 
of additional 
trials 
will increase 
immensely 
both expense 
and delay, while there is no reason to 
believe that the quality of the Justice 
administered will be any better than 
under the present system. 
The Hawaiian Supreine 
Court 
deci- 
sions stand high In the judicial 
world. 
For 
Beveral 
generations 
Hawaiian 
Courts have administered 
law in such 
manner as to satisfy the great nations 
of the world.

THErALLEGED 
MOSQUITO PLANT 


Is there or Is there 
not an Afilcan 
plant that has the piopeity of driving 
away or stupefjlng mosquitoes? 
This 
question has been exu Using people In 
England 
since 
last spring, 
when 
tho 
discovery 
of 
such 
a plant 
wus 
an- 
nounced 
by an English 
urmy 
officer. 
The existence 
or absence of such 
vir- 
tues In the plant, which is a variety 
of basil (Oclmum vlilde), has been dis- 
cussed 
ever Mnce 
In 
the columns 
of 
The Times (London), with moto oi less 
acrimony, 
fcavs Ihe Scientific 
Ameil-ca- n 
Supplement, 
which 
gives an 
ab- 
stract of the controversy, 
"Last April 
Captain 
Larymore, 
the 
British resident 
In Northern 
Nigeria, 
published a lettei 
in which he assert-e- d 
that by placing 
two or three 
pots 
of 
'mosquito-plan- t' 
in each room of a 
house, and others along the wlndwaid 
side of the veiandu, tho place could be 
kept piactlcally fiee fiom mosquitoes. 
He described 
an 
experiment 
ho had 
made, 
which showed that a mosquito' 
enclosed within a leal uf the plant be- 
came stupefied, and ho, added that an 
infusion of the leaves of the plant was 
held by the natives of Northern 
Ni- 
geria 
to 
be 
more 
efficacious than 
quinine as a remedy foi malarial fever. 
Captain 
Larymore suggested 
that the 
plant should 
be used 
In barracks In 
India. 
"Sir 
George 
Blrdwoodj 
the 
well 
known naturalist, 
vvrota a day or two 
afterward that allied basil plunts had 
been known from time Immemorial as 
a defense against mosquitoes and as a 
prophylactic 
In 
malarial 
districts 
throughout 
India. 
Ho reluted 
how, 
when tho Victoria 
Gardens 
were being 
constructed In Bombay, the men em 
ployed in the work were so pestered by 
mosquitoes 
and suffered 
so 
greatly 
from malaria that, at the suggestion 
of 
the Hindu 
manager, 
the whole boun- 
dary of the gardens 
wus planted with 
'holy basil" and any other basils which 
were at hand, with the result that the

THE LOAN 
FUND. 


Tbe Official and Commercial 
Record 
The 
disposition 
of the loan 
fund 
Is 
one of the earliest questions 
which will 
have to be decided 
by the new 
terri- 
torial administration. 
One million dol 
lars nab been borrowed. 
Interest is be 
ing 
pnld 
thereon 
and the sooner 
the 
money can be put in circulation 
and 
begin to bring some return, the better. 
Governor Carter has expressed doubts 
as to whether certain of the appropria- 
tions to be paid out of the loan fund 
are Vroper, 
on the ground 
thnt they 
are purely local 
In 
character, 
and 
should therefore be paid by the several 
counties and 
not 
by 
the 
territorial 
treasury. 
Involved 
in this doubt are the 
for the Honolulu sewerage 
system and the extension 
of the water 
w orks. 
Both 
of these 
objects 
are vital 
to 
the health and progress 
of Honolulu. 
So vital nre they, that! the Record sug- 
gests to Governor 
Carter that 
before 
deciding the matter he take the advice 
not only of the Attorney General 
but 
of some of tho other leading 
lawvers 
of the city. 
The question 
Involved is largely that 
of the legal power of the legislature to 
appropriate money for local purposes. 
1 he following 
suggestions 
nre 
pre- 
sented as food for thought 
In this con- 
nection: 
Whatever may bo the case after the 
county governments 
nre In existence, 
there does not seem ns yet to be anv 
limitation upon the power of the legis- 
lature to appropriate, which would 
in- 
validate the appropriations mentioned. 
From 
time 
Immemorial 
Hawaii has 
nau 
Dut one central government 
and 
one npproprlatlng power. 
The terilto- - 
rlal legislature possessed, and still pos 
sesses all of the powers, In this respect, 
mat belonged 
to the legislature under 
the Monaichy, 
the Provisional 
Govern 
ment 
or the Republic 
of Hawaii, 
sub- 
ject only to the restrictions of the Or 
ganic 
Act, 
which 
is silent 
upon 
tho 
point In question. 
Until 
some 
law is passed repealing 
this power or otherwise 
depriving 
the 
legislature tlieieof, 
It will continue 
to 
iiossess 
It. 
No such law has been enacted. 
A bill has been passed by the 
learls-latu- 
te 
attempting to provide for seveial 
county 
governments, 
which 
will have 
suboidlnate and limited powets 
of 


Such governments 
nro not jet In ex- 
istence 
however. 
They 
may 
never 
come Into existence. 
One 
Important 
portion 
of the law hns already been 
pronounced 
invalid 
by the courts. 
The 
rest of It maj- - follow the same course. 
Even nfter the county 
governments 
come Into existence, 
there 
Is n grave 
question 
whether-thei- 
e 
Is nny thing 
In 
the law preventing the tenitorlul legis- 
lature 
from 
thereafter 
continuing 
to 
vote 
money 
for 
local object 
. As a 
mntter of policy It may not be done. 
As a matter of power 
there 
does not 
seem, in. the absence of a law orohibit-in- g 
Jt, to be nny reason 
why the Ha- 
waiian 
legislature cannot appropriate 
money for a sewer in Honolulu, 
with 
equal propriety with the appropriation 
uy Congress 
to deepen 
the 
creek 
nt 
Spodunk 
or 
build 
a 
breakwater 
at 
Hackensack. 
Whatever the outcome 
of that 
prob- 
lem, however, 
tho question of national 
or state 
territorial or county 
responsi- 
bility or power, is not Involved 
In the 
appropriations under the loan bill. 
These appropriations were 
made 
by 
the legislature when 
It was 
the 
su- 
preme and only appropriating power. 
It had the power to make appropria- 
tions, to be expended within two yenrs. 
It has acted 
within 
that power. 
The 
two years will not expire until July 
1, 
1S05. 
The fact that preliminary steps have 
been taken to establish 
county 
govern- 
ments does not deprive 
the legislature 
of nny power or Jurisdiction theretofore 
possessed. 
Even If the county act contained 
the 
Bpeclflo 
clause 
that 
the 
legislature 
could not appropriate money for locat 
purposes, 
and it contains 
no 
such 
clause, 
such 
provision 
would 
not 
be 
binding, 
for no legislature 
has 
nny 
povver to enact or law which shall bind 
its successor. 
Tho next legislature can 
repeal, the 
county law, amend 
It or pass laws In 
consistent therewith; nnd such laws, if 
bo passea 
win to the extent to which 
they 
go, supersede 
the county law. 
In other words, the territorial legis- 
lature 
Is still Bubject always to the 
power 
of Congress 
tho Supreme 
law 
making, 
nnd consequently 
appropriat- 
ing power 
In tho territory. 
Its appropriations under the loan Act 
re therefore 
valid.

Planter's

the meetings and the discussions 
were full of interest. 
1 lie valu- 
able papers read at the meeting arc to be published in the Planters Monthly. 
Ihc statistics 
presented 
for the first time by Secretary 
Smith, 
showed 
the 
largest 
increase 
in sugar 
production 
since the inception 
of the industry 
in the 
islands. 
The total crop was 437,991 tons, an increase of 80,000 tons over last 
ear. 
Hawaii 
as usual 
furnished 
the largest 
portion 
of the crop, 
with 
170,000 tons, 
while Oahu turned out 
121,000 tons in round figures. 
THE MOANA HOTEL. 
Although 
the Moana Hotel stockholders liac decided to no longer hear the 
burden of the property, 
the popular hostelry 
will not he closed. 
Just what 
will 
be done with the hotel will he decided at a meeting of the bondholders, which will 
probably be held this week. 
The Hawaiian 
Trust 
Co. as, trustee jestcrday sent 
to the bondholders 
the following notice of a resolution 
which had been passed by 
ii.n 
"Resolved thnt the secretary be instructed 
to notify the trustees 
of the bondholders 
that the Hoard of Directors 
and the stockholders 
find 
them-seh- 
unable to arrange

of the trust deed."

The bonds outstanding

THE 
KOIIALA 
DITCH. 
Goernor 
Carter jestcrday sent to Land Commissioner 
Dojd instructions 
to 
postpone the salesof the Kohala water license. 
This amounts 
to a withdrawal 
of 
the leases for the time being, as the sale was to have been held tomorrow 
morn- 
ing. 
Governor Carter said jestcrday that his objections 
lo the terms of the lease 
were to the insufficiency of precautions 
to preserve the bcnifits to the small 
con- 
sumers, and also to lack of safeguards 
for the Territory's interests 
in connection 
with the net revenue clause. 
'I he Governor, however, 
favors the construction 
of 
the ditch, and 
say 
that 
he will endeavor 
to hasten 
the project 
111 every way, 
possible, conserving 
the public interest at the same time. 
Land ioinmissioncr liojd savs that he has always been opposed to sales under 
the conditions 
by which the Territory was to receive 
a percentage 
of the 
net 
profits instead of the gross revenue. 
He also attributes 
the fact of his failure to 
secure reappointment 
to the influences which opposed his views on the Kohah 
franchise matter. 
After the terms of the lease have been thoroughly 
investigated 
by the new Governor 
a new auction 
will he advertised. 
Gchr is now in 
Wash- 
ington and evidently 
repeating 
his assertions 
before the Department 
of the 
In- 
terior, as Secretary Hitchcock cabled to the Governor and asked if Gi.hr had any 
legal claims to the franchise. 
MONEY 
WILL BE TIED UP AGAIN. 
The rnmnletinti 
of the arraliirements 
for hrincing 
to Honolulu 
the million 
dollar loan fund brings up again the question of the necessity 
for some action on 
the part of the legislature, 
for the deposit of public funds. 
'I he million dcjhrs 
will have to lay idle in the vaults of the treasury, 
vviUiout drawing 
interests, 
foi 
at least sk months or 
so, or until it is paid out for improvements. 
'1 lie 
foui 
banks of the city have contracted 
to bring the money to Honolulu, 
agreeing 
jo 
have the gold at the disposal of the government by January 15th, although 
it will 
be here in December. 
The coin 
is to be placed in the treasury 
as soon as it 
arrives and will have to stay there until it is paid out 
011 contracts 
As there 
is 
a prospect also of some of the items in the loan act being involved in litigation 
over the differences of opinion as to the rights of the county to spuid loan money, 
a goodly portion 
of the million dollars 
may remain 
locked 
tip for some time.

STOCK 
MARKET. 
The local stock market 
is fairly strong 
but apathetic. 
There

a lot of 
bidders 
willing and aiiMous to buy Ewa at twenty 
dollars 
a share, 
the ruling 
price last week, but the brokers can find no sellers at that 
figure 
About 
four 
hundred shares changed hands about the middle of thq month, which was evidently 
the total of the floating supply. 
Some Ewa is offered at ?2i and $21 
but the 
buyers want it only at par, and seem confident of bringing 
it out at 
20 
Oahu 
Sugar Co. is down to 59250 a figure which has been offered for some time with- 
out bringing 
any of the stock out. 
Fifteen 
shares changed hands at that figure 
during the week, although the stock has been held at ?9S all along.

JAPAN 
AND 
RUSSIA. 


It is strange that such an error should prevail in journalism 
as that war" must 
be comnittiici by a formal Declaration. 
That the blunder 
is extant 
and wide 
spread is evidenced by the columns of many of our contemporaries 
on the 
main- 
land and in the Hawaiian Islands. 
Acts of war almost invariably precede Declara- 
tions of War. 
The greatest contests in history Imc been initiated, when 
and the inclination to hostilities between two nations had been developed, by some 
incident, in itself trifling, such as an accidental collision on a frontier 
or at sea. 
Very frequently, 
after prchmimrj 
engagements 
and before the acts of war had 
become so widespread and numerous 
as to render settlement or compromise 
im 
possible, adjustments 
have been made between opposing nations 
and peace Ins 
been restored 
before 
it was too late. 
No outsider 
can tell, perharrf even leading 
statesmen 
would be puzzled 
to 
determine, whether there will be a contest between Russia and Jnptn. 
Hoth nations 
arc measurably Asiatic, and the progress of Japan within the last fifty jcars 
has 
been astonishing. 
She has been aptly 
described 
as 
the Great 
Britain 
of the 
Orient." 
The Japanese arc very cocky. 
Wherever 
they are, each one carries the 
whole empire in his breast, as has been evidenced by numerous 
feasts and by the 
advancing 
tide of returning 
Japanese 
sojourners 
from the Hawaiian 
Islands 
to 
their native land. 
Under all governments, 
the most arbitrary 
as well 
as the most 
liberal, the pressure of public opinion may render war inev Stable. 
But the statesmanship 
and the diplomacy of Japan are far more conservative 
than the impulses of her people, and settled public opinion 
is very different to 
frothy 
though 
patriotic 
sentiment. 
Every 
resource 
of negotiation 
will 
be 
ex- 
hausted before the Japanese 
Empire plunges into a life and death struggle 
with 
the 
semi-Asiat- 
giant, who has his headquarters 
at St. Petersburg. 
Russia 
has 
broken its word in Manchuria as it broke its word in Finland, but, though 
weak- 
ened by internal 
trouble and by issues in the Balkan States and handicapped 
by 


world-wid- e 
comprehension 
of her treachery, 
she 
is nevertheless 
steadily pressing 
her ancient 
policy in the 
far 
East, 
with as much 
persistency 
as 
though 
the 
Twentieth 
were the Eighteenth 
Century. 
There 
is, however, method 
in her 
ap- 
parent madness, and her vicious and treacherous 
policy conflicts with the imperial 
purposes of Great Britain and with the commercial expansion of Uncle Sam. 
The 
great 
fleet that 
is to be assembled speedily in these waters will have an eye on 
the "open door", not only on the Isthmus 
of Panama, 
but 
in the Manchurian 


nrov ince. 
The chance for alliances is unquestionably 
an important, 
perhaps the govern- 
ing, question 
in the controversy. 
Great 
Britain 
cannot 
aid Japan, 
under 
hcl 
treaty, if she copes only with a single power, and a war between Japan and Russia? 
each by itself, would be of doubtful issue. 
If France should be drawn to the side 
of Russia and Great Britnin to the side of Japan, and especially if Uncle Sam 
should deem it expedient 
to throw, his weight in favor of free commerce, 
the 
struggle 
would be of almost 
incomparable 
intensity, 
but the result 
would 
be 
a 
duplication of the end of the Crimean War, when Great Britain and France were 
allies. 
The Muscovite would be expelled from China, which woulthlie 
opened to 
trade 
and irradiated 
by modern 
civilization. 
In view of the friendly 
relations 
lately cemented between King Edward 
and the foremost European 
powers, 
espe- 
cially with France, 
it is likely that Great Britain 
and the French 
Republic 
hold 
the balance in the negotiations 
that are proceeding, and, while avoiding 
unneces- 
sary entanglements, 
Uncle Sam is not, altogether 
a disinterested 
spectator. 
The situation 
is indefinite and embarrassing. 
It resembles a smouldering 
fire 
that may break out at any moment and 
et may be extinguished 
before it docs 
severe damage. 
The prevailing indications are towards amicable settlement. 
The 
cost and havoc of great wars in this age, both on land and at sea, arc so enormous 
that the combined interests and influence of mankind converge on peace. 
Senti- 
ment has its proper relation 
to nationality, 
but financial considerations 
are 
now 
practically controlling, 
In this respect, neither Russia nor Japan occupies a com- 
manding position. 
Each nation will think a good many times before it risks its 
future on its credit. 
On the whole, journalistic 
wisdom Is expressed by the terse French 
epitome 
ol uncertainty 
nous verrens.
